Plants Grow Stronger From Cuttings 
and Roots— Mode of Planting of 
Much Importance. 


(By HEN RI BEAUTI EN.) 
A good dahlia must bloom from 
July until frost; and if it does not. 
discard it. 
I saw 
some 
beautiful 
flowers on some plants in July and 
August, very double, tine striped. 
By 
tho middle of October the flowers were 
half the size; what were f

Of course a good many will believe 
that a cutting will not flower anc 
make roots to Kemp over winter, hut ii 
is not true; they were raised that 
way many years ago, and that is the 
way the y an' raised today, in Eng­ 
land, France, Germany and other coun­ 
tries except tho United States. 
It is (lie reason, too, til ut the Ameri­ 
cans do net care much for dahlias; 
.they Ila vc been deceived too much. 
They buy old roots and get an old 
degenerate' plant, som etim es six feet 
tall and more, and not a blossom in 
sight.

PROTECTS THE DRAIN MOUTH 
Care of Manure Spreader. 
Nothing in the operation of any 
machine is as important as the lubri­ 
cation; and the manure spreader

are large enough to be handled. Cut­ 
ting of the leaves begins in the au­ 
tumn and continues throughout the 
winter, and often until quite late In 
tho spring, provided prices remain 
good. 
Crops grown in frames are usually 
superior in quality and appearance to 
those grown in the open and should 
be given more care in handling and 
marketing. The cost of production is 
somewhat higher than for 
outdoor 
crops, and it is essential that they be 
out up in neat packages in order to 
bring the highest market price. 
The 
more successful growers 
give 
the 
work of gathering, grading and pack­ 
ing the crop their closest 
personal 
attention and use only clean, attract­ 
ive packages for handling and ship­ 
ping. 
Parsley is shipped in 
one-bushel 
crates, half barrel hampers, and in 
four-bushel barrels. Sugar barrels are 
sometimes used. 
When making ship­ 
ments in the large barrels it is cus­ 
tomary to place a block of ice in 
the top of each barrel. 
The barrel 
is then covered with a piece of bur­ 
lap. 
Radishes and beets 
are 
tied 
in 
bundles and shipped in hamper bas­ 
kets or in the veneer barrels so com­ 
monly used for handling spinach and 
kale. 
Lettuce is usually shipped in the 
tapering half-barrel hamper with 
a 
w’ooden cover, or sometimes in crates. 
The lettuce is not washed, but 
is 
packed as it is cut from the beds and 
hauled direct to the shipping point, 
where it is loaded into refrigeratoi 
cars or sent by express. 
Cucumbers are 
generally picked 
early in the morning, while they are 
fresh and crisp. 
In removing cucum­ 
bers from the vine a sharp knife or 
pair of shears should be used to cut 
the 
stems. 
The 
cucumbers 
are 
washed by floating them for a minute 
or two in a tank of clear cold w'ater 
and are then placed upon a rack or 
screen before packing. 
As a rule 
the box or crate in which the cucum­ 
bers are packed, is lined with white 
paper, and when filled the top 
is 
partly covered with slats, leaving the 
cucumbers partly exposed. 
Egg plants are usually 
wrapped 
separately in thin paper or inclosed 
in a paper bag before packing. Snap 
beans are shipped in tho regular five- 
eights barrel and half-barrel hamper 
baskets, such as are used for handling 
the general field crop. 
Peppers are 
generally wrapped in tissue paper and 
packed in wooden pans, such as are 
used for marketing early tomatoes.

FEW FLOWER GARDEN NOTES 


Tulip Bulbs Should Be Lifted, Divided 
and Reset Every Third Year— 
How to Pot Lily.

(By L. M. BENNINGTON.) 
Tulips Increase by bulblets w’hich 
issue from the side of the larger bulbs. 
Under certain conditions, 
too, the 
larger bulbs split up into smaller 
ones. 
In a well-drained, sunny bed 
the bulbs will live and increase from 
year to year, but should be lifted, 
divided and reset every third year, as 
the clumps become too much crowded 
to thrive and bloom. 
In potting lilies, set the bulbs two 
inches or more beneath the soil. The 
larger the pot, the larger will be the 
plant. Auratum, 
Speeiosum, 
Longi- 
form and Brownii are all suitable for 
pot culture. After potting, water and 
set in a dark closet or cellar, keep­ 
ing the soil moist until roots form 
and the tops start, when the roots 
may be brought to a cool window, say 
in January or February, 
if 
early 
started. 
The lilies named are not suitable 
for winter blooming, but will bloom 
in the spring if treated as suggested. 
The Amazon lily (Eucharis) may be 
similarly cared for, but requires more 
heat, as it comes from a warm coun­ 
try.
